The sportive gentlem en de­ 
scrib ed b y Rudyard Kipling and others 
who crucified villagers wholesale and 
tilled old 
ladies with kerosene were 
flourishing in full vigor less than ten 
years ago, b ut they already b elong as 
eompietely to the past as Dick T urpin 
and his colleagues iri England. No doub t 
a fresh war or any event seriously sha k ­ 
ing 
tie* British power or reputation 
m ight produce a recrudescence of the old j 
disease, hut in the m eantim e the dacoits 
have entirely changed their hab its. 
I n ­ 
stead of living together in b ands in th** , 
jungle they are scattered through sepa­ 
rate villages nt the guise of peaceful 
cultivators. 
During the day each man 
attends to his paddy fields just like his 
uughb ors, and it is only at night that 
they meet together for the dispatch of 
their more im portant and lucrative b usi­ 
ness. 
Daeoity as defined b y law is simply 
rob b ery committed b y a b and of five 
men or more, and it is important only 
b ecause of the B a r m a n ’s strong n atura l 
propensity toward it and the great diffi­ 
culties which 
his national character 
places in the way of his detection. 
It 
must always he rememb ered that, B ur ­ 
m a b eing 
in a transition stage and 
much less settled than India and the 
government b eing extremely short ha n d ­ 
ed, an immense amount of various kinds 
of work falls upon each single English 
official. 
Hence it is wholly impossib le 
j for him to exercise any close or detailed 
I supervision over any particular pa r t of i 
i lus district. 
This of itself renders the ; 
defection of crim inals a difficult mat- i 
ter. When the dacoits were in the woods, 
it was simply a ease of turn in g out oc­ 
casionally to hun t them down. At pres­ 
ent the m a tte r must necessarily b e left 
chiefly in the hands of natives. 
Now, the natives are for the most 
part honest and tolerab ly law ab iding, 
and they have no sym pathy whatever 
with a man who goes ducoiting, b ut the 
dacoit goes armed, and the supineness 
and cowardice of the B arm an in the 
presence of arms, more particularly of 
firearms, are something almost iucom- 
pr* h* nsib lo to the western mind. 
It is 
quite sufficient for a party of half a dozen 
men to have a gun among the m — effect­ 
ive or useless, loaded or empty, mat ters 
little, the m"re show is enough— und 
they may go fearlessly to work in t ie 
midst of a crowd. No one will interf* re 
with them. 
In more than one instance 
hold rob b ers have made successful a t ­ 
tacks when armed merely with their 
dab s— the dagger which every B urm an 
carrier— and w ith a pretended rifle m ade 
of a - iek, with which they frightened 
off all opposition. 
But perhaps the strange workings of 
th** native character are b est exhib ited 
in the following case, which occurred 
quite recently. 
The facts are vouched 
for hy an English officer: There was a 
hand of five men who were in the hab it 
of pract icing daeoity occasionally. Three 
of them came from th** same village— 
not a common tiling, as it makes detec­ 
tion easier— the fourth from another 
village, and, as for the fifth, no m an 
knows whence he came, for reasons that 
will appear. 
One n ight these t he men, 
armed with nothin g b ut their knives 
and spears, which are used for fishing 
m lower Burma, entered a house, tied 
up th** owner and b egan plundering. 
Now, this house was in a large village, 
containing not on ly a population of 
some 1,400, b ut. a police post with le 
native policemen armed with sniders. 
The alarm was given and th« * house 
surrounded, and then there was a 
pa u se. 
The rob b ers cunt inued their work undis­ 
turb ed within. Th*' villagers, some 200 
o r 200 ab leb odied men, all more or less 
armed, sat around on th** dam which 
surrounds and protects every house on 
the delta, looked down on the house and 
discussed the question. The police stood 
rather nearer tin* house aud tired shots 
into it through th» * b amb oo walls, hur t ­ 
ing no * Jin*. 
One solitary policeman after a time 
volunteered to advance, 
lie crept up 
quite close to the house and tired in 
through an opening in the wall. 
Then 
he went farther and actually put his 
head and part of his b ody through th** 
hole, apparently to see w ha t execution 
he had done. One of the rob b ers prom pt­ 
ly pinned him to the ground with a fish 
spear and killed him. By this time they 
had completed their pre pa ra tion s; so 
they sullied forth, each man with his 
pack of plunder on in« * b ack. 
Though 
th** house was surrounded, they appear 
to have had no difficulty ni m aking 
their way through, only the police fired 
after them with b uckshot and hit three 
of 
them 
in 
the hack, not seriously 
wounding tlvm. 
But one of the b and 
had the misfortune to stumb le and fall 
Instantly the crowd rushed upon him, 
and b efore he could rise literally hacked 
him to pieces; and so effectively that 
not the sli 
remained, lie was ab solutely destroyed. 
No one knows even what was In* n a ­ 
tionality.

On e of the mo^t importaur objects po 
mologists are strivin g for is to prod uce 
thorn less an d seed less fruits, an d from 
the results alread y obtain ed n is n ot 
un likely that the en d will soon he real- 
ized . Seed s are n ot relished by tiie con ­ 
sumers of fruits, an d if they could be 
removed we would en joy our grapes 
[V^’tn out ex perien cin g a d read of appen 
« jicitis an d kin d red complain ts. 
Thorn s are n ot in 
good 
stan d in g 
amon g fruit growers, because they are 
con stan tly pun cturin g the 
best fruits 
an d , what is equally importan t, the 
skin of the pickers. 
The thorn s an d 
prickles of plan ts an d trees were un ­ 
d oubted ly in ten d ed by n ature to protect 
them from an imals, but that is n o rea­ 
son why they should h« con tin ued for 
gen eration after gen eration on the cul­ 
tivated varieties. 
The gard en er has n o 
n eed for them, an d , fur that m atter, the 
trees an d shrubs have n on e either. 
Our d omesticated pears an d apples 
were all d erived from the thorn y, wild 
varieties, an d pomologists have succeed ­ 
ed in rid d in g them of these spikes an d 
prickles by careful culture an d selec­ 
tion . 
Oran ges an d lemon s have n ot 
been cultivated in this coun try as suc­ 
cessfully as pears an d apples, an d man y 
of them are very thorn y. The wild an d 
sour oran ge trees of Florid a are bris 
tlin g with thorn s, as is also the high 
priced kin g oran ge, on e of the best of ; 
the man d arin s. The wild lemon trees of 
Florid a are so thorn y that growers ques­ 
tion the ad visability of graftin g the fin e 
La Fran ce lemon s on them. 
In Florid a, however, the thorn s of 
the oran ge an d lemon trees have been 
grt atlv red uced by selectin g bud s from 
bran ches with the fewest thorn s, an d 
by con tin uin g this process year after 
year tin 1 s h a r p spikes d isappear. In Cal­ 
iforn ia n early all of the oran ge trees arc 
thorn less— n ot n aturally, hut as the re 
suit of cultivation an d selection . 
The thorn s on blackberries, raspber­ 
ries an d rosebushes give the greatest 
bother to horticulturists in the n orth, 
an d there is a d etermin ed effort to get 
rid of them. The thorn s give en d less 
trouble to the pickers, an d their remov­ 
al m ight save man y a pun cture to d eli 
cate han d s. There is an improved varie­ 
ty of raspberry placed on the market to­ 
d ay which is en tirely thorn less, but the 
trouble is that quality an d quan tity of 
fruit have been sacrificed to the gain 
mad e in d estroyin g the thorn s. 
There is little d oubt that 
perfect 
thorn less blackberries an d raspberries 
will soon be obtain ed , for there is a 
wid espread movemen t amon g gard en ers 
an d seed smen to accomplish this. 
The 
man who is fortun ate en ough to 
p r o d u c e 
a variety that gives perfect fruit with 
o ut the thorn s w ill receive a pretty stiff 
price for his plan ts. 
Seed s are also un n ecessary plan t prod ­ 
ucts in these ad van ced d ays of horticul­ 
ture, when gard en ers propagate half 
heir stock by cuttin gs, grafts an d slips. 
TNature n eed 110 lon ger trouble herself 
about the fear of losin g an y of her types. 
The mod ern horticulturist is sure to 
preserve every on e of an y value without 
gatherin g a seed . 
The Californ ia n avel oran ge repre- ! 
sen ts the best type of fruit grown w ith ­ 
out seed s. N ature prod uced this oran ge 
as a freak at first, an d man has taken 
ad van tage of it to propagate fruit of a 
high ord er. 
Half the oran ges of Cali­ 
forn ia are grafted w ith the n avel, an d 
it is the most importan t fruit, of the 
Pacific coast. 
Nature tried to prod uce 
twin s 111 tin 1 n avel oran ge, an d on e sur­ 
vived on ly as a protuberan ce 111 the 
blossom en d , while the other ex pan d ed 
in to a well shaped fruit without seed s. 
These oran ges are occasion ally foun d 
w ith small seed s; but, as a rule, they 
are perfectly seed less. 
Several varitiesof seed less apples an d 
pears have alread y been prod uced , but 
the quality of the fruit is gen erally poor 
an d n early worthless. 
They are called 
“ bloomJess” pears an d apples an d are 
ex hibited more as curiosities than as the 
triumphs of pomological art. Neverthe­ 
less, they are the begin n in g of a n ew era 
of apple growin g, an d they represen t, the 
prim ary stock of seed less fruits which 
may prod uce in time the fin est flavored 
apples an d pears. 
The grape in d ustry would be ben efit­ 
ed more than an y other by the prod uc­ 
tion of n e w varieties without seed s, an d 
toward this en d scores of fruit growers 
a r e workin g, especially in Californ ia. 
The id ea is to prod uce n ot on ly table 
grapes, but grapes that will make fin e 
raisin s. 
Heed less raisin s would prove 
such a boon to the whole civilized world 
th at an y other variety would be quickly 
run out of the market. 
There is a seed less grape of Corin th, 
which common ly passes as a curran t, 
an d the Sn ltan a raisin s of southeastern 
Europe are also seed less. 
Hut 
these 
fruits are so small that they can n ever 
an swer the purpose. 
What the trad e 
wan ts is a large, seed less grape, with 
perfect color an d flavor, an d to get that 
it is n ecessary to ex perimen t for years. 
— New York Journ al.
